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LEWIS DEFIES STRIKE INQUIRY 


OUTSTANDING LOCAL 
LEADER, MRS. EMMA 
H. TOWNSEND, DIES 


NEARLY CENTURY OF 
COMMUNITY SERVICE 
ENDS; RITES MONDAY 


Mrs. Emma H. Townsend wa« 
burled In Oakwood cemetery Mon- 
day morning; after almost a cen- 
tury spent In doing good and work- 
Ing for the interest and betterment 
of those around her and In her 
community and state. 


She died late Saturday night ;i 


few days after a hip was fractured 
In a fall at her home, corner of 
West Seventh Avenue and South 
Fifteenth street. 


The rites were held from the 


McCammon Chapel Monday morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock with the Rev. 
Erwin F. Bohmfalk, pastor of the 
First Methodist church, of which 
she was a long-time member, In 
charge. Native of Georgia 


Born March 23, 1852, in Carters- 
vllle, Ga., Mrs. Townsend reached 
her ninety-sixth birthday last Tues- 
day, but did not realize attaining 
this milepost of life as she was In 
a coma. 
Probably no one In Corstcana 
had led a more active life or is 
better known than Mrs. Townsend. 
She came to Waco in 1870 as Miss 
Emma Davis to become the bride 
of the late Capt. J, A. Townsend, a 
school master. Two years later tho 
Townsends moved to Corslcana In 
1872 
and spent the remainder of 
their lives as teachers and workers 
for the better things in the social, 
educational, religious and civic cir- 
cles of their adopted city.

The young school master was ma- 
terially aided by his cultured, well- 
read and 
abundantly 
energetic 


young wife. They established a pri- 
vate school here and ten years later 
her husband was made principal of 
Corsicanan's 
first 
independent 
school. Mrs. Townsend continued 
her work with the private school. 
The clear cui. images of Confed- 
erate veterans in^h&ja&rBoiwsew 
the States, along; with the vivid 
recollection of witnessing the solid 
masses of Union soldiers marching 
past her home in Georgia and the 
terrors of Sherman's march to the 
sea, caused Mrs. Townsend to es- 
tablish the Corsicana chapter of the 
United Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy.

WASHINGTON. March 29.— 
Friends of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
and Senator Robert A. Taft are re- 
ported agreed today that they will 
try to prevent any long deadlock 
at tho GOP nominating conven- 
tion. 
It is said to be generally under- 


stood that If the two candidates 
lock horns so tightly that neiher 
can pull away, they will sit down 
and try for a "compromise. 


None of the politicians who know 
both men can see either stepping 
aside for the other. 
The effort, 
then, would be to agree on a third 
man acceptable to both and do it 
quickly enough to prevent a rank 
outsider from walking off with the 
nomination. 
Vandenberg, Martin Favored.

BOGOTA, Colombia, March 29— 


(IP)—The top-ranking diplomats of 
21 nations assembled here 
today 


for tomorrow's opening of 
the 


ninth Pan American conference. 
Territorial disputes threatened to 
loom high on the program.

Marshall is slated to arrive about 
noon.

Chile, Farakuay and Cuba have 
expressed an Interest in having the 
conference take a stand against 
Communist encroachment In

Americas but there was no defi- 
nite indication whether the topic 
would be taken up. 


Many of the nations are expect- 
ed to level their guns against Eu- 
ropean colonization in the western 
hemisphere. 
Provisional President Romulo 
Betancourt, chief Venezuelan dele- 
gate, said he would demand an end 
of such colonialism. 
Betancourt said his nation would 
demand that all colonies of foreign 
powers In the Americas be given 
the opportunity to free themselves 
by means of plebiscites. 
Foreign Minister Juan A. Bram- 
uglia. who represents 
Argentina, 
said he would recommend an Inter- 
national parley to settle Antarctic 
sovereignly disputes of Argentina 
and other American nations.

End To U.N. Talk On Russian Plans 
For Atom Control Demanded As Signs 
Oi East-West Wor 


By The Associated Press. 
Great Britain, France, Canada 
and China demanded in the Unit- 
ed Nations today an end of talk 
on Russia's scheme to prohibit 
atom bombs. 
They denounced Russia's pro- 
posals as inadequate and unreal- 
istic, capable of helping an aggres- 
sor nation train overwhelming mil- 
itary supremacy and lulling peo- 
ples into a sense of false security. 
The United States, through Ber- 
nard M. Baruch. proposed atom 
bomb control nearly two years 
ago. 
The Baruch proposal would 


dispose of existing atom bombs 
anrt set up an effective world con- 
trol system, divorced from the U. 
N. veto. 
Tho Russians countered 


with a scheme for outlawing tha 
bomb immediately, with controls 
to be workucl out later. The fruit- 
less talk has rjone on since.

Baruch 
today urged

to enact promptly universal mili- 
tary training and selective service 
legislation to achieve stability and 
lasting peace. He called also for 
an "economic mobilization plan."

which had directed him to appear 
at 2 p. m. EST today. 


The board went ahead at that 
hour with Its heartng-g on the cause 
of tho walkout, but half an hour la- 
ter Chairman Sherman 
Mlnton 
announced that it would socle court 
action against Lewis. 


Lewis had accepted the board's 


subpoena after refusing Its Invita- 
tion to testify voluntarily. 


An hour later, two United States 
marshals emerged ffrlnnlnR 
from 
United Mine Workers 
headquar- 
ters and the marshal's office said 
that Lewis had accepted tho sub- 
poena. 
This occurred after 
the 


officers had experienced difficulty 
Retting an elevator to take them to 
Lewis' office. The stairs were bar- 
red. 


Shortly after the deputies left, 
Lewis emerged with an unaccus- 
tomed smile. Asked by reporters If 
ho will appear before tho board, he 
answered "no comment." 
Three minutes before 9 a. m. 
(CST) deadline set for his reply, 
the United Mine Workers' leader 
tired at the board a reply to its 
Invitation setting forth his "disin- 
clination" to testify. 


Lewis said ho based this on (1) 
"law" and (2) "prejudice." He ex- 
plained:
